separate incidents on the county’s roads, 
highways chiefs recommended that three 
sections of the accident-blighted A1307 have 
their speed limits cut. 

Five people have died on the road in the last two 
years and there have been 26 accidents this year. 

The recommendations were made in a national 
safety review using a new set of guidelines urging 
authorities to take the number of accidents, lorries 
and pedestrians into account when setting limits. 

It recommended that a section of single carriage- 
way from Linton to the dual carriageway by 
Horseheath — where Haverhill teenager Stevie-Jay 
Sims and 35-year-old Anthony Bacon died within a 
month of each other last year — should be reduced 
from 60 to 50mph. 

It also urged that the single carriageway from 
Little Abington to the dual carriageway south of 
Hildersham has its top speed cut to 50mph. And 
there are also proposals to reduce the limit in 
Abington from 40mph to 30mph. 

A Cambridgeshire County Council spokesman 
said: “We have already put in a pre-emptive bid for 
funding for schemes that may need engineering 
work. The section towards Horseheath could be 
done quickly without engineering.” 

County councillor Mac McGuire, lead member 
for highways and transport, said: “The A1307 has 
been a concern and I welcome the news. This is not 
the end of the story, we will continue to look at it 
closely to improve safety. I would also appeal to 
motorists to slow down and drive appropriately” 

Esther Cornell, of safety campaign group Access 
1307, said: “We are very pleased. However, we’re 
concerned to see the section of road near to 
Horseheath itself will not see a reduction. I know 
this has been a particular concern since the death 
of Imogen Barker there earlier this year.” 

Coun John Batchelor, who represents Linton, 
also welcomed the news but demanded more 
action. He said: “I would like to see proposals for 
the A1307 between Linton and Haverhill come 
forward and I am disappointed that a speed limit 
reduction here has not been proposed this time.” 
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No change to road charge 
plans despite resignation

THE shock resignation 


of county council leader 
Shona Johnstone has not 
jeopardised plans for a 
Cambridge congestion 
charge, her successor 
claimed. 

The Cambridgeshire County 
Council leader quit after 
admitting she made an error 
of judgement by intervening 
in the appointment of a new 
chief executive. 

As the figurehead for the 
controversial proposals, her 
decision to step down after 
just six months prompted 
speculation that the plans 
would be dropped. 

But Coun Keith Walters, 
caretaker leader until May, 
said it was business as usual — 
although he stressed the 
council had not yet committed 
to anything. 

A series of road toll consul- 
tation roadshows kicked off 
on Tuesday and Coun Walters 
urged people to use their 
voice. 

At 44, Coun Johnstone, a 
mother of three, was the 
council’s youngest ever leader. 
Her resignation came after a 
turbulent few weeks in which 
she was accused of losing the 
council its new chief exec- 
utive, splits emerged within 
her party over the issue of 
congestion charging and 
inspectors found the council 
was only performing to “mini- 
mum requirements”. 

Pressure has been mounting 
on Coun Johnstone to step 
down since it emerged she 
called Mark Lloyd, chief 
executive of Durham County 
Council, the day after he was 
offered the job of chief 
executive. 

The appointments com- 
mittee, which meets in secret, 
all formally voted in favour of 
Mr Lloyd. 

But sources close to the 
council revealed the panel 
split four-three with Coun 
Johnstone allegedly favouring 
internal candidate, Gordon 
Jeyes, deputy chief executive 
for children and young people. 

The committee agreed to 
put on a united front and 
offered Mr Lloyd the job but 
Coun Johnstone called him to 
express concerns. 

Coun Johnstone maintains 


she did not ask 
withdraw but it is believed she 
had doubts about whether she 
could work with him. 

When he called back to say 
he was still going to take the 


him to 


job, she expressed her 
disappointment. He then 
turned it down, leaving the 
council to start its search 
again. 

Opponents demanded Coun 
Johnstone’s resignation. 
When she refused, they 
reported her to the Standards 
Board for England. 

Opposition councillors said 
on Monday Coun Johnstone 
had done the “right thing” but 
that it was a sad end to her 
political career. 

Coun Johnstone said she 
decided to resign because she 
believed it would be in the 
best interests of the county 
council and its services. 

She said: “I accept I made an 
inappropriate phone call but I 
was driven entirely by my 
desire to get the best possible 
candidate. 

“As in any large organ- 
isation, the relationship 
between the leader or

executive is very important. If 
that relationship fails then it 
usually means the organ- 
isation fails. It was that con- 
cern that was my sole motive 
for making that phone call. 

“At no point did I ask that 
candidate to withdraw. I 
accept I made an error of 
judgement in contacting the 
candidate directly. For that 
reason and for that reason 
alone I am now resigning as 
leader.” 

Coun David Jenkins, leader 
of the Liberal Democrat 
group, said: “She has done the 
right thing and I recognise 
that. That takes a certain 
amount of courage.” 

But he expressed doubts 
about whether the council 
would be able to implement its 
road toll agenda. 

Conservative Coun Lister 
Wilson, chair of the adult and 
social care scrutiny com- 
mittee, revealed last week 
there were 22 congestion- 
charging rebels in the Tory 
ranks. 

Coun Jenkins said: “The 
administration shows signs of 


cracks. Keith has a great 
reputation and is a good 
consensus politician. 

“Caretaker leaders gen- 
erally don’t have the mandate 
to make the changes 
necessary to make _ im- 
provements. It’s going to be 
incredibly tough.” 

He said the opposition 
would reconsider its Stan- 
dards Board complaint, 
adding: “We said if she would 
resign we would consider that 
as justice being done.” 

Liberal Democrat Coun 
Julian Huppert, East 
Chesterton, said: “I’m pleased 
she has done the inevitable 
and honourable thing. It is a 
sad end to her career. She is 
very good at many things and 
it is a shame for it to end this 
way.” 

Coun Martin Ballard, 
Labour group leader, said: 
“My emotions are of some 
sadness. She’s given herself 
very strongly to the job. Ona 
personal level I wish her 
well.”

Heads back plans to 
close middle schools 


HEADTEACHERS are back- 
ing controversial plans to 
scrap middle schools in 
Haverhill. 


Parents are also asked for their 
support as consultation begins over 
sweeping changes to Suffolk’s 
education system. 

For Haverhill, the preferred option 
of both the county council and town 
education chiefs is to create two 
primary-to-secondary school feder- 
ations for the area. 

Primary schools would cater for 
children aged three or four to 
11-years-old, while secondary schools 
would enrol youngsters aged 11-16. 

It would mean the closure of Chalk- 
stone, Castle Hill and Parkway Mid- 
dle Schools in Haverhill along with 
Clare Middle School. 

A joint letter from Haverhill-based 
headteachers and governers sent to 
the Weekly News said: “Based on our 
experience, we strongly believe that 
the partnership or federation option,

The communication came from 
Madeleine Vigar, headteacher, and 
Alan Pearson, chairman of gov- 
ernors, from Castle Manor Business 
and Enterprise College; and Howard 
Lay, headteacher and Bob Shepstone, 
chairman of governors, from Samuel 
Ward Arts and Technology College.

Real truth behind the 


Pubwatch scheme 


Sir, In an article last week on the 
Pubwatch scheme, town clerk 
Gordon Mussett suggests that 
all licensees must be a member 
of the scheme and this must be 
mandatory. 

This suggests that landlords 
who do not wish to take part in 
the voluntary scheme are 
running rougher pubs, and that 
anyone who is in the scheme is 
a danger to the public. Well, 
what planet are you on Gordon 
Mussett? 

We think the real truth about 
Pubwatch is the police use it as 
another arm to the law outside 
of people’s democratic rights, 
and another bully big brother 
situation. Most licensees agree 
that Pubwatch is a good 
scheme, but they are in control 
of their own premises and now 
have personal licences, and do 
not need or want Pubwatch, 
especially in its present form in 
Haverhill. It is their right, Gordon 
Mussett, to decline from your 
voluntary scheme without fear of 
intimidation or persecution. We 
also know that having links with 
the police to stop manager 
incidents in pubs are not worth it 
as seven out of 10 licensees 
said that when trouble 
happened and they needed 
assistance, which was seldom, 
the police turned up long after 
the incidents had been dealt 
with by the licensee. So we have 
come to the conclusion the only 
ones getting any benefit out of 
this scheme is the police — for 
monitoring everyone’s 
movements. 


We think that in the licensees’ 
interest they should exercise 
their rights and wipe their hands 
of Pubwatch. It is voluntary and 
licensees have no obligation to 
be part of it. Pubwatch can 
never be law as it is wide open 
to discrimination. It was initially a 
good idea set up to prevent 
persistent offenders from 
causing licensees and the public 
any hassle. This is far from what 
it represents now. 


1) If you are selected for 
Pubwatch, you do not 
necessarily have to have 
committed an incident in a 
public house, just getting 
arrested whether you are a 
victim or the aggressor, means 
you are considered. 

2) You do not get any right to a 
defence. 


3) You now have a right to an 
appeal, as from January 2007, 
but if you have no right to a 
hearing this must be because 
they automatically find you guilty 
and in this country we have the 
right to have a hearing if it 
adversely affects your life, by the 
very nature of our constitution. 


4) The accuser that selects you 
can stay anonymous and they 
do not have to tell you who your 
accuser is.

FARMERS around Hav- 
erhill have been banned 
from moving poultry 
outside the area. 

On Tuesday, Defra con- 
firmed the bird flu found in 
free-range turkeys being 
raised for Christmas at a farm 
in Redgrave, near Diss, on 
Sunday was the highly 
contagious H5N1 strain 
which can kill humans. 

Officials implemented a 
3km protection zone and 
10km surveillance zone ar- 
ound the virus-infected farm, 
and a wider restricted zone 
was introduced on Tuesday 
morning to include all of 
Suffolk and most of Norfolk. 

The H5NI1 strain of the vir- 
us can pass to humans and 
has killed up to 200 people 
worldwide. But Defra stresses 
this is rare and requires close 
contact with infected birds. 

Villages within the res- 
tricted zone include Clare, 
Great Wratting, Kedington 
and Thurlow. Livestock own- 
ers in the area are advised 
that all poultry should be 
isolated from wild birds, with 
feed and water under cover, 
and ideally brought inside. 

Brian Fimmerty, spokes- 
man for the National Far- 
mers’ Union, said: “This has 
come at a very bad time, just

Thieves take 


schools’ lead | 


SCHOOLS across the 
region have been 
stripped of thousands of 
pounds worth of copper 
and lead. 

Metals worth £75,000 were 
stolen from the roofs of 22 
schools around the county 
which were targeted in the past 
few months. 

Senior councillors at Cam- 
bridgeshire County Council 
have condemned the thefts for 
disrupting children’s education 
and putting lives at risk. 

A total of 13 schools in 
Cambridge and South Cam- 
bridgeshire have been the 
victims of metal theft. The 
thefts will cost the county 
council more than £75,000, and 
the authority is increasing 
security at school sites as a 
result. 

Coun Jill Tuck, cabinet 
member for children and young 
people’s services, said: “These 
thefts are highly irresponsible 
and on the increase. 

“Not only do they disrupt 
children’s education when 
affected buildings have to close, 
but they also pose a great 
danger — to the children and 
the thieves themselves. 

“The theft of copper and lead 
on a scale such as this requires 
large vehicles and takes 
considerable time. 

“T would urge everyone to be

around schools to the police.” 

Dr Anthony Russell, the 
Bishop of Ely, wrote to Julie 
Spence, Cambridgeshire’s Chief 
Constable, in August about the 
high number of metal thefts 
from churches, which has cost 
parishes more than £1 million. 

St Mary the Virgin Church in 
Fen Ditton was struck four 
times in September. The thefts 
have cost £12,000 and although 
the church is insured it has to 
pay a contribution towards 
replacing the lead. 

Detective Inspector Martin 
Brunning said: “A force-wide 
operation is ongoing to tackle 
metal theft offenders. 

“IT would urge people to 
continue providing us with 
information and report any 
suspicious behaviour, partic- 
ularly around vulnerable 
buildings such as churches, 
schools and other public 
buildings. 

“Tt is our aim to catch people 
in the act of committing these 
thefts, and tip-offs from the 
public are crucial.”
